sign, and what the arrangement of those lumina 
rics which, apparently without number, adorn 
| the noctcrnal sky’ Are they luminaries of 
movlerate distance and size, designed to be 
mere appendages to this earth, te adorn our 
sky, and to shed a few rays upon the gleom of 
night, or are they immense bodies, placed at « 
very great distance from us, and designed to 
be suns, and the source of beat and light to 
other systems of works, like that to which our 
earth belongs! Upon these interesting and 
all-important subj-cts, 1 propose, upon the pre 
sent occasion, to make a few brief remarks. I 
will first speak of the distance and size of the 
stars, andl endeavor to give you some insight 
inte the manner in astronomers have 
endeavored to ealeu.ate their distance. By a 
well-known proposition in trigonometry, if we 
take the bearing or direction of any distant ob- 
ject, from two points, whose distance asunder 
is known, and pote the distance of those bear. 
ings, we can calculate exactly the distance of 
the object. It is apon this priuciple that astro- 
nomers have endeavored to calculate the dis- 
tance of the Fixed Stars. Now the distance 
between any two points upon this earth, al- 
though it is a globe nearly eight thoussed 
miles in diameter 





furnishes too small a base 
line upon which to base a calenlation of the 
Fixed Stars; but as it is well-kuown that the 
earth revolves around the sun at the distance 





of ninety-five millions of miles, if we make ob- 
servations upon any of the stars from opposite 
sides of this orbit, it will furnish « base line of 
one hundred and ninety millions of miles. The 
difference in the direction of « star from the 


opposite sides of the earth's orbit, is called its 
parallax. Any ove would suppose that the 
parallax, or this difference in the direction of 
the same star from the two extremities of a line 
of such an enormous leagih, must be consider- 
able. Yet so great is the distance of the Fixed 
Stars, that, except in a few cases, it cannot be 
detected by our most powerful telescopes. The 
parallax, however, of a few Fixed Stars, has re- 
cently been ascertained, and the greatest is that 
of a small sar, of the fifth maguitude, in tlic 
constellation of The Swan. The parallax of 
this star, which is the nearest to us, has been 
found to be about ome-thirl of « second, acd 
calculations based upon this small parallax, 
Consequently make the distance of the near- 
est Fixed Star about sixty millions of millions 
of miles; a distance of whieh the buman mind 
cannot form an adequate conception. It is a 
distance so great, that, although light travels 
over one hundred and ninety thousand miles 
per second, yet it requires more than nine years 
fur the light to reach us trom that luminary. 

If we now suppose that the stars are bodies 
similar to our sun, aud that their average dis- 
tance from each other is about that of the 
nearest Fixed Star from us, it is easy to seo 
that the stars must oceupy an enormous space, 
aad that the most remote ones must be so far 
that it requires light thoussnds of years to reach 
us, and were they now blotted out of existence, 
they would still continue to shine for so long a 
time. 

Although we know the distance of a few of 
the Fixed Stars, yet as they exhibit no sen. 
sible disc in our most powerful telescopes, but 
appear merely as shining polats, we have no 
means of caleulating their size. From experi 
ments, however, made upon the quantity of 
light received from the sua and Sirtus, the most 
brilliant star in the Grmament, it has been cal. 
culated that if the sum were removed to the 
distance of the nearest Fixed Star, it would not 
Sflord more than one-sixth of the light of that 
star, Now, as Sirius bas no sensible parallax, 
we know it must be at least several times fur 
ther than the nearest star, and as it affords six 
times as much light as the sun would at that 
distance, we have reason to believe that it is 
many thnes larger. The Fixed Stars, then, are 
doubtless immense bodies similar to our sue ie 
size, and placed at immense distances from us 
and from each other. 

With regard to the nature of the stars, we 
have reason to think that they are similar to the 
wun, We know that, like the sun, they shine 
by their owe light, ead not by reficetivn, as the 
moon and planets. There is also another cir 
cumstace which leads us tv suppose that they 
are bodies like our sun. It bos beed discovered, 
from wuwerous spots upon the surface of the 
sun, that it revolves upon its axis in about 
tweaty-fve days. If the spots Bpon the san 
abounded wuch more on one side than the 
Other, there would evidently be a reguler peri
